Basically there are two ways to get nominated. 
One is by direct ‘petition uf the people. This is 
where some guy (or gal) who wants to serve his (or 
her) fellowmen circulates petitions, secures eniough 
signatures from friends and neighbors, and, voila, 
he (or she) is a candidate, 


Generaily the number of signatures needed is a 
small percentage of the number of people who 
voted in the most recent election, in ene patty or 
the other, for secretary of state. Thus, the ‘number 
of signatures te run for governor is about 43,000. 


On a statewide basis, being an incumbent heips. 
Gov. Milliken or Sen. Hart, for example, will have 
no trouble gat’iering enough signatures to run for 
reelection. 


Having a statewide organization, or the 
wherewithal to get one going, also helps a heap. A 
Lenore Romney or a Sander Levin, for exatnpie, 
would. have no trouble earning a spot on the 
statewide ballot. : 


But for Joe Doakes at the corner pool 
hail—whose political assets may be iimited ito some 
ideas, and some energy, and a lot of pals saying 
“Gee, Joe, you oughta run for governor”—the job 
of petition signing may be too much to master.

A candidate who. appeals across party lines 
may find this appeal actually a handicap in a 
closely contested primary; although Michigan 
voters can cross party lines at will, in a primary, 
they are limiled io voting in just one party 
column. That’s why the better bet in a hot 
“primary usually would be the old party wheelhorse 
jnstead of the independently-leaning hotshot 
who’s new on the scene. 

For a wiiole buncti “of State offices, the primary 
doesn’t mean a thing. Selected al slate conventions 
of their parties are the guys (or gals) who will run 
for lieutenant governor, secretary cf state, 
attomey general, state supreme court, and the 
various statewide educational boards, 


Several different things are important at 
nominating conventions. One is control, Generally 
speaking, the incumbent governor can contro} the 
nominating convention of his party—if he chooses 
to do so. 


Thus, Gov. Milliken could probably name the 
entire slate to run with him in November, if he 
wanted to: He already has picked James Brickley as 
his candidate for lieutenant govemor, and the 
convention certainly will nominate Brickley. 

How directly Milliken will choose to control the 
test of the choices is unknown at this time. When

Capitalism is permitted to 
bloom under democracy, but 
capitalism is. not synonomous 
with democracy. 

Too often capital was vested in 
too few hands and intolerable 
conditions existed for the major- 
ily. This gave capitalism an 
ugly image. Capitalism, uncheck- 
ed, can Jead to totalatarion dic- 
tatorship within a democracy. 
In this country the early capital- 
ist did dictate terms of hours, 
wages, credit and in some in- 
stances had full control over 
their employee's life. 

The song ‘Sixteen Tons”’ char- 
acterized the capitalistic time 
when the company owned the 
coal mines, they owned the 
stores, and they owned the 
nomes, The song points out, as 
was often the case, the worker 
never quite made enough money 
{o get the company paid up. He, 
therefore, ‘“‘got deeper in debt.” 
The company thereby owned the 
worker. 

While labor ‘in this country 
was struggling for more voice in 
the things that affected their 
lives, a similar struggle was o0- 
curing in Europe. Communism 
resulted in parts of Europe. 
More freedom for a greater num- 
ber of people occured in this 
country. 

These freedoms did not come 
easy. They came as a result of 
much sacrifice and strife by 
those dissatisfied with having nu 
voice in their destinies. 

We may all grow weary of 
nrotest marehes and demonstra- 
tions, but we would be more dis- 
salisfied to hive in Hanoi, 
cow, or Havana where they don't 
permit demonstrations and dis- 
sent. -- 

A new freedom was born July 
4, 1776. More freedoms have 
since evolved. New freedoms 
are yet to come.
